Born  at  Newark  or  Orenge,  New  Jersey  about  1705 *  Nothing  is  known 
of  his  early  life  except  that  ho  was  a  sailor*  Fo  married  Elizabeth 
Whitney  of  Norwalk , Conn.  June  05,  1735,  He  lived  in  Newark  with  his  vdfe 
and  children  and  owned  and  ren  a  sloop  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  freight 
between  New  York  and  Elizabeth  and  Newark*  He  was  in  New  York  on  the  night 
of  Dec.24,1753,  and  a  heavy  gale  springing  up,  he  left  his  lodging  about 
midnight  and  went  to  look  after  the  safety  of  his  vossel  in  Peck's  slip, 
where  she  was  lying*  By  some  misstep  he  fell  overboard  and  was  drowned.

EMORY  BAXTER  was  the  youngest  child  of  the  latest  marriage  of  his 
father  JAMES  BAXTER,  and  the  only  son  of  that  marriage  v/ho  lived  to  be 
grown.  James  had  been  married  before  in  Baltimore,  Md. ,  and  had  a  son 
by  that  union  v/ho  evidently  came  to  ’Washington  with  him.  This  son, 

Wolsey  Baxter,  was  said  to  have  been  born  about  1812  so  was  old  enough 
to  have  been  father  to  EMORY.  He  has  many  descendants  still  in  Washington. 
It  is  possible  that  Jamies  Baxter  was  married  more  than  twice.  Some  of 
the  descendants  of  Moisey  say  that  he  lived  to  be  112  or  115  years  old. 

My  father,  EMORY,  died  before  I  was  interested  in  family  history, 
and  what  I  know,  I  have  been  told  by  my  mother  who  went  with  my  father  as 
a  bride  to  live  in  V;ashington,D. C.  when  quite  young.  Soon  after  their 
marriage  they  had  my  grandfather  Baxter  and  my  father's  sister  come  to 
live  with  them.  Grandfather  was  very  old,  mother  thought  he  must  have  been 
in  the  nineties.  There  was  a  tradition  that  he  was  born  on  the  ocean 
coming  from  Ireland,  but  he  did  not  seem  to  know  his  age.  The  census 
records  vary  both  as  to  his  age  and  as  to  the  place  of  his  birth. 

We  do,  however,  know  that  he  was  a  veteran  of  the  War  of  1812. 

In  "The  British  Invasion  of  Md. -1812-1815"  by  Wm. M. Marine , page  214, 
is  the  following:  "JAMES  BAXTER-private  in  Captain  Stewart's  Company, 

51st.  Regiment."

At  the  D.A.R*  Library,  Continental  Hall,  Washington,  L.C.,  is  a 
copy  of  "THE  BAXTER  FAMILY" ,  1913  -  by  Hiss  Frances  Baxter,  concerning 
the  descendants  of  George  and  Thomas  Baxter,  v/ho  were  of  Westchester  Co., 
Pa.  pp  13  &  14- 

"In  1645  the  Dutch  Governor* s  Council  of  eight  men  at  New 
Amsterdam  was  arranged  to  be  one-half  Dutch  and  one-half  English.  The 
English  were  Capt.  Underhill,  George  Baxter .  Rev.  Hr.  Doughty  and 
Richard  Smith.  Soon  after,  160  Dutch  settlers  arrived  from  Curacoa 
where  they  had  been  dispossessed  by  the  Portuguese  and  the  Englishmen 
v/ere  dismissed.  During  the  War,  Keift  had  taken  all  the  settlors  into 
the  pay  of  the  Company  to  serve  as  soldiers  but  had  now  no  further  need 
for  the  English.  Among- other  Englishmen  in  the  Company's  service  or 
settled  at  Nov/  Amsterdam  were  George  Woolsev.  Capt.  Bryan  Newton, 

Charles  Bridges,  Thos.  Hall,  and  Thos.  Willet.  After  the  English 
occupation  these  settled  either  on  Long  Island  or  in  Westchester  Co. Pa." 


In  reply  to  my  inquiry  she  wrote  me  -  :iThcre  is  one  chance  that 
you  might  be  of  the  Westchester  line.  James  Baxter  in  1735  went  to

wife  was  Ann  Gillian.  But  there  is  no  record  of  their  having  remained 
there.  They  might  have  gone  to  Virginia  and  Maryland  in  later  years,.,. 
James  v;as  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  Baxter  of  Westchester,  N.Y."

Tradition  has  it  that  the  title  of  "Lady"  belonged  to  some  C.LOKSY 
ancestress  in  Ireland.  Mr s.L.B, Hauptmann  (Cousin  Lola)  wrote  mo  in  1925 

"your  great  grandfather,  Samuel  Clokey  married  Elinor  McKinstry  in  Ire. 

Her  people  were  opposed  to  the  match  because  of  the  difference  in  rank. 
They  later  became  reconciled,  but  she,  because  of  the  difference  socially, 
was  willing  to  come  to  America,  which  they  did  in  1799.” 

It  is  thought  they  came  direct  to  Washington  as  there  was  great 
building  activity  there  at  that  time  to  prepare  for  the  removal  of  the 
seat  of  Government  to  tho  now  city.  Samuel,  in  this  country  was  a  con¬ 
tractor  and  builder. 

Tho  Deed  records  of  the  city  show  that  Samuel  commenced  to  invest 
in  real  estate  in  the  now  Capitol  of  his  adopted  country  almost  as  soon 
as  they  had  settled.  In  1799,  1801,  1802,  1803,  several  in  1311, and 
1812,  a  couple  in  1813  and  some  in  1314.  It  v/as  later,  in  the  heart 
of  the  downtown  district  -  on  G  St.,F  St.,  E  St.,  13th.  &  14th.  etc.
